Following the breaking off of relations between 
Russia and Japan, the cutting of the cable is regarded 
here as significant of the purpose of the Japanese to 
begin hostilities. 


News from Pekin says that Japan has embarked 
her regiments of guards and two army divisions on 40 
transports, and that a Russian cfuiser division” had 
sailed from Port Arthur.

*¢ WASHINGTON, Feb. 8—A member of the staff of the Baltimore Snn, 
who came over with a force from that paper, which reached Washington last 
night, Said that the fury of the fire was beyond d escription. 

“You cannot imagine it; you cannot imagine it,” he kept repeating. 

The scenes of gigantic destructién he had witnessed seemed to have im- 

- pressed themSelves upon his memory to the obliteration of every other idea. 

“I have seen big fires in New York and Chicago,” he said, “when block 
after block woukl fall before the sweep af the flames, but nothing that ap- 
proached in its terrible fury the catastrophe that has fallen upon Baltimore. 
The flames swept down the streets with the onward rush’ and fury of a 
tidal wave. Great billows of fire 200 feet high would fill the space be- 
tween the buildings, and, sweeping from side to side, would blot out of exist- 
ence a skyscraper as though it were a box of matches. 

“The Union Trust Building and the Atlahtic Trust Building shared this 
fate. One moment they stood in the stately beauty of stone and marble, a 

moment later and they were in ruins. 

The flames would flash against their sides, beat in the massive walls, leap 
from windows and roots and—then would come the collapse. The Union 
Trust Building, one of the handsomest in the country seemed to my mind to 
vanish almost as I looked.

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WHATA FIRE LIKE THE 
BALTIMORE CQNFLAGRATION 
WOULD DESTROY IN ST. LOUIS

To understand the immensity of the Bal- 


timore conflagration the St. Lotisan should 


imagine a fire starting in one of the big 


wholesale stores at Twelfth street and 
Washington avenue, eating, its way to the 
river brink and consuming as it spread all 
that section of St. 
avenue, north of Chouteau, 
Twelfth street. 

In this section could be found all that 
composed the substantial commercial pos!- 
tion of which St. Louis is proud. The city 
hall, the postoffice, the courthouse would 
have been destroyed or rendered untenable. 
The large office buildings, such as the 
Century, Chemical, Missouri Trust and 
others would be left standing perhaps, 
gutted by flames, silent monuments to the 
devastation that surrounded them in every 
direction as far as the eye could reach. 
Hopkins place, where the Baltimore fire 
startel, can be well compared to Washing- 
ton avenue in the neighborhood of Twelfth 
erteet. The large wholesale houses dealing 
in dry goods and similar lines, and build- 
ings comparing favorably with the build- 
ings in the St. Louis wholesale 

Two solid blocks of these large structures 
served as the inception of the devastation 
that afterwards carried away 
heart of the city of Baltimore. 
If a similar disaster should be visited 
upon St. Louis the fire after receiving its 
force in the blazing of the two solid biocks 
dounded by Morgan, St. Charles, Twelfth 
and Tenth streets would hur! itself to the 
east and south. * 
Baltimore street could be well cothpared 
to Broadway in Bt. Louls. From the whole- 
sale district the fire found new impetus in 
the retail stores that lined Baltimore street 
as they line Broadway in &t. Louis,

flames in Baltimore within a section bound- 
ed by four city blocks. 

Lexington street in Baltimore, three 
blocks above Baltimore street, was to that 
city what Olive gtreet is to St. Louis, ex- 
cept perhaps more of the retail trade of 
the city was concentrated in © Lexington 
street. 


While a similar fire in St. Louis would 
be eating its way through the retail shop- 
ping district it would alieo be moving stead- 
ily, as it did in Baltimore,‘ towards the 
older part of. the city. The Carrollton 
Hotel,- standing at Baltimore and Light 
streets, can be compared with the South- 
Louis. It was one of the 
old landmarks of the city, ¢tanding in the 
very center of activity. 

Destroying the Southern Hotel the fire 
would eat its way into the stores and ware- 
houses on Fourth, Third and Commercial 
streets and thus to the river. 


The harbor of Baltimore is crescent shape 


and the curve of the crescent and Pratt 
and Light streets was about six squares 
from the origin of the fire. Thus in 8t. 
Louis, although the flames could not find 
the great number of warehouses skirting 
the water as it did in Baltimore, they would 
the stores and factories that are 
found below Broadway to the river.

In St. Louis a fire of the character of 
that which raged in Baltimore would wipe 
away all that the citizens of the city hold 
valuable as evidences of mercantile and 
civie stability.

BALTIMORE, Md., Feb. 8.—The city is 
helpless in the grasp of a fire that has 
been burning in the wholesale and retail 
business district since 10 o’clock Sunday 
morning. 

It now sweeps along unhampered. Half 
a gale has blewn for several hours. 

Two regiments of state troops are aiding 
the police- ins preserving order. 

Already the loss is variously estimated 
at from $50,000,000 to $200,000,000. It will 
likely reach the.Jatter sum. That may be 
exceeded. 

The county courthouse, the postoffice, 
the Equitable and Continental Trust Co., 
the largest buildings in the elty, were de- 
stroyed early. The Corn and elour Ex- 
change succumbed later. This was practi- 
cally a new building and covered nearly 4 
block. The Stock Exchange is also in 
ruins. Both were Supposed to be fireproof.

BURNED OUT.

These are only a mere mention of what 
has been mowed down.

The fire originated in the wholesale dry 
goods house of John E. Hurst & Co., in 
the center of the business district, with a 
series of explosions that were heard ‘n 
remote parts of the city.

The entire city fire department was called 
out, but was utterly powerless to check | 
the spread of the flames, which were aided 
by high winds. Telegraphic calls were 
early seht to Washington for fire fighting 
apparatus and men, and the towns of Bal- 
timore Cosesy: and of Hdward, Ann ‘Arun- 
del and Hartford Counties were appealed 
to for engines.

“™ Of the four burned-out Baltimore 
newspapers the American is the 
oldest. It was established as a 
daily paper in 1773, and boasts of 
an advertisement signed G. Wash- 
ington, Eaq. 

It printed the first coples of the 
Deciaration of Independence, a 
notable “scoop” of the year 1776. 
Gen. Fellx Agnus, its present edi- 
tor, did a notably audacious thing 
in journalism in 1900 when he 
printed one copy of a broadside of 
charges against Admiral Sampson, 
took it to Washington, where 
President McKinley probably saw 
it, and served notice on some high 
officials that an edition of 1,000,000 
copies would be circulated unless 
fair treatment were accorded Ad- 
miral Schicy. 

The Sun is one of the most re- 
spected newspapers in the South, 
ecouservative in tone, but enter~ 
prising and able. It is independ- 
ent tn politics. It dates from 1838. 
The Herald is a i-cent morning 
paper, established in 1875. The 
News is a i-cent evening publica- 
tion. It is a type of the “sew” 
journalism.

NEW COURTHOUSE, BALTIMORE. 
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FIRE DISTRICT INCLUDES 
ALL BUSINESS SECTION 
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BALTIMORE, Feb. 8.—The burned por- 
tion of Baltimore is the heart of the busi- 


ness section, including the entire whole- 
sale district and a great part of the re- 
tail district. In the fire district were all 
the important bus!ness and office bulld- 
ings, all the newspaper offices, two ho- 
tels, the central building of the Baiti- 
more & Ohio Railroad, the city hall, the 
courthouse, the postoffice building, the 
Western Union and Postal telegraph of- 
fices, the Bell telephone building, police 
headquarters, Holliday street theater and 
important banks. 

Baltimore street was the main business 

thoroughfare of Baltimore, the divid- 
ing street between the wholesale and re- 
tall sections being lined with establish- 
ments of both descriptions. For three or 
four blocks south of Baltimore street, and 
from Howard street and west to South 
8 on the east, the flames swept ev- 
erything before them. 
North of Baltimore and running east 
and west parallel with it, comes first Fay- 
ette street and then Lexington street. 
West of Charles street these two streets 
are devoted to retail business and east 
of Charles mainly to office bulldings. 


SOME BIG 
ESTABLISHMENTS. 


In the burned portions south of Balti- 
more street was the famous old Carroll- 
ton Hotel, the building of the Baltimore 
Evening News, the lé-story Continental 
Trust building, the Guardian Trust builid-

For centuries the Czars of all the Rus- 
sias, before drawing the sword, have visited 
the ancient monastery at Troitzko, near 
Moscow, to submit their cause and fate to 
the almighty and to invoke the divine bless- 
ing on their arms, 

Every preparation was made for the 
Czar’s departure yesterday and troops were 
ordered out to line and guard the railways, 
as always when he travels. 

But the Czar countermanded his order. 
and now the date of his majesty’s depart- 
ure for Moscow is uncertain. 


There is a much venerated monastery at 


Troitzko-Sergievekaya, Laven, 4 miles 
away from Moscow, which has played a 


very tmportant part in the making of the 
Moscow Czardom. 

The monastery was founded in 1337. It 
was the stronghold of the Russians dur- 
ing ‘the Polish ihvasion and the uprising 
of\the Cossacks in 1612, when the monks 
defended the thick walls and strong towns 
ef the monastery against the enemy. 
The monastery contains great riches and 
many relics, and is visited every year by 
thousands of pilgrims. 

The Czar is the head of the Greek 
Church, but following the custom of his 
ancestors, he will humbly prostrate him- 
self before the shrine of the monastery 
before declaring war and pray for guid- 
ance and. vietory. 

The cablegram above quoted is most 
significant as going to show that Nicholas 
is not expecting war immediately.

Nathaniel Hawthorne wrote unkind an- 
ecdotes about her nearly 60 years ago, but 
she didn’t hear about it until recently, when 
his son, Julian Hawthorne, brought them 
out in a book through the Harper’s. There- 
upon she sued the Harpers for $60,000 libel 
and the case will come to tr soon. 

As almost everyone known, “Grace Green- 
wood’’ wag either the first American wom- 
“an reporter, or among the first. She is 
now more than 70 years of age. Hawthorne, 
Sr., is the famous novelist of other days. 

he offending passage relates to a visit 
ade by ra. Lippincott to the home of 
arles K@mble, the famous English actor. 
As fumpished by her to a, Post-Dispatch 
reporte today, it is as follows: 

“About the middle of September the Ben- 
nochs returned from the continent. Ben- 
och told my father an anecdote of our 
friend, Grace Greenwood, which is recorded 
in one of the private notebooks. 


The Offending 
Hawthorne Story. 


“Grace,’’ Bennoch says, ‘“‘was invited to a 
private reading of Shakspeare by Charles 
Kemble, and she thought it behooved her 
to manifest her good taste and depth of 
féeling by going into hystertcs and finally 
fainting away upon the floor. Hereupon 
Charles Kemble looked up from his book 
and addressed himself to her sternly and 
severely. ‘Ma’am,’ said he, ‘this won't do. 
Ma'am, you disturb the company. Ma’am, 
you expose yourself.’ 

“This last hit had the desired effect, for 
poor Grace probably thought that her dra- 
pery had not adjusted itself as it ought 
and that, perhaps, she was really exposing 
more of her charms than were good to be 
imparted to a mixed eampany. So she came 
to herself in a hurry, and, after a few 
a ae subsided into a decorous list- 

er. 

“Bennoch says he had this story from an 
eye witness, and that he fully believes it, 
and I think it not impossible that, betwixt 
downright humbug and a morbid exaggera- 
tion of her own emotions, Grace may have 
been betrayed into this awful fix.

‘Cattle on the hoof sins cheaper by $2 to. $3 per 100 pounds 
than in 1902. Why is the price to the consumer as high or 
higher than a year or eighteen months ago? 
| Of course, the answer is well known. A combine exists 

which controls both ends of the market. It is the only large 

buyer and is therefore able to depress the price when the 
farmer sells. It is the only seller of steak and roasts and 
~ therefore can raise the price when the consumer buys. 
.* The beef combine was “knocked out” in Missouri. But it 
is a curious and interesting fact that these combines always 
survive extinction. They seem to thrive and prosper on ad- 
verse decisions which legally deprive them of every faculty 
and power, indeed of existence itself. Baie 
_ It is’a strange and uncouth paradox. If Secretary Wilson 
will take the trouble to understand and explain it everybody, 
not addicted to vegetarianism, will be much obliged to him. 
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The great Baltimore conflagration is suggestive of the im- 
portance of the utmost vigilance in guarding the, vast pal- 
aces of the World’s Fair. From now on every precaution 
should be taken against the possibility of disaster by fire.

INSECTS IMMUNE TO COLD. 


From “Nature and Science,’ in February 

St. Nicholas. 

The severest cold has no terrors for in- 
sett life. It has been shown by experi- 
ments that insects may be artificially or 
naturally frozen, subjected, indeed, to very 
low temperatures, without killing or even 
injuping them. Eggs, larvae and pupae, 
the stages in which most insects pass the 
winter, are perfectly immune to cold. 

It is a common idea that cocoons of 
insects serve as a protection against cold, 
but this is entirely erroneous. They, like 
the summer webs of web-worms, are 4 pro- 
tection against birds and insect parasites, 
but not against cold. The cocoons of sum- 
mer broods are as stout and thick as those 
of the generations tHat pass the winter. 
Moths. butterflies and other insects build 
stouter and more compact cocoons in trop- 
ical and torrid countries than they do in 
those climates where they are besieged by 
winter. There are many insects, allied to 
the builders of cocoons, fhat make no such 
covering, the pupa or the chrysalis being 
left entirely exposed. And so little heat 
is maintained by the pupae of insects that

Certain degrces of frigidity seem to have 
vastly different effects on different species 
of insects. Gnats @nd midges dance in the 
winter sunshine; butterflies, Vanessa, Grap- 
ta and sometimes Collas skim over the 
Snow; wasps and bees wind their way 
through the deafless woods; ground-beetles 
run quickly over the cold eafth: crickets 
peep from beneath stones and rotting logs; 
while other species, the vast majority, in 
fact, are locked in the lethargy of hiber- 
nation. One of the commonest evidences 
of this hibernation ig to be seen when fire- 
wood is carried Into the house and placed 
near the warm stove. It takes only a short 
time to bring out a swarm of ants that 
were sleeping In beetle-borings, their com- 
mon retreat.

Oakland, however, is much the faster 
track. Racing will always be popular 
in California for the reason that condi-
